1.  I  have  the  honour  to  present  my  Eighteenth  Annual  Report  on  the  health  of  the  Admin¬ 
istrative  County  of  Warwick  for  the  year  ended  December  31st,  1936. 

2.  The  Report  has  been  drawn  up  on  the  lines  indicated  in  Circular  1561  of  the  Ministry 
of  Health. 


STATISTICS  AND  SOCIAL  CONDITIONS  OF  THE  AREA 

3.  AREA. — The  area  of  the  County  is  now  558,740  acres,  this  figure  being  divided  as  between 
Urban  Areas  78,359,  and  Rural  Areas  480,381.

4.  POPULATION. — The  population  of  the  Administrative  County,  estimated  by  the  Regis¬ 
trar  General  at  the  middle  of  the  year  1936  was  381,350,  the  urban  districts  accounting  for 
240,500,  and  the  rural  districts  140,850. 

5.  RATEABLE  VALUE  AND  RATE  PRODUCE. — The  rateable  value  of  the  County  at  the 
1st  April,  1936  was  £2,389,191  and  a  Id.  rate  for  General  County  Purposes  produces  £9,585.

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7.  BIRTHS. — The  live  births  registered  totalled  5,752,  of  which  3,509  occurred  in  urban  dis¬ 
tricts  and  2,243  in  rural  districts,  giving  a  birth-rate  of  15.08  per  1,000  of  the  population.  This 
is  an  increase  of  1.64  over  the  1935  rate  and  is  the  highest  birth-rate  recorded  since  1932. 

8.  Notification  of  Births. — Of  the  4,224  registered  births  during  the  year  in  the  maternity 
and  child  welfare  County,  50  were  un-notified.  All  notified  births  were  followed  up,  official 
notification  being  ultimately  received.  In  the  majority  of  instances  failure  to  notify  is  the 
result  of  misunderstanding  between  the  persons  concerned. 

9.  DEATHS. — 4,330  deaths  were  registered  in  the  administrative  County,  the  death-rate 
being  10.56  per  1,000  of  the  population — urban  districts  10.89,  rural  districts  10-34 — as  com¬ 
pared  with  12.1  per  1,000  in  the  whole  of  England  and  Wales.  The  death-rate  in  the  County 
in  1935  was  9.60. 

Of  the  total  deaths  registered  in  the  County  1,034  were  attributable  to  heart  disease, 
while  cancer  and  malignant  diseases  accounted  for  579  deaths  ;  pneumonia  231  and  respiratory 
diseases,  other  than  tuberculosis  36.  Deaths  from  influenza  totalled  83  as  against  73  for  1935. 

162  deaths  were  registered  from  pulmonary  tuberculosis,  giving  a  death-rate  of  0.42 
per  1,000  of  the  population  as  compared  with  0.45  per  1,000  in  the  previous  year. 

10.  Infant  Mortality. — 300  deaths  of  children  under  one  year  of  age  were  registered  as  against 
259  in  1935,  representing  a  death-rate  of  52.3  per  1,000  live  births  as  compared  with  46.8  in 
1935.  The  rate  in  the  urban  districts  was  52  compared  with  42  in  1935,  and  in  the  Rural 
districts  remained  at  51. 

In  seeking  an  explanation  for  this  increase  which  is  regrettable  one  observes  that  the 
increase  in  the  death  rate  of  illegitimate  infants  per  1,000  illegitimate  births  has  increased  by 
11.2  whereas  the  increase  in  the  death  rate  of  legitimate  infants  per  1,000  legitimate  births 
is  less  than  half  that  figure,  viz.  5.1. 

This  of  course  has  an  effect  on  the  total  infant  death  rate  for  the  County  which  is  diffi¬ 
cult  to  control  having  regard  to  the  lack  of  proper  ante-natal  care  in  many  such  cases  and  the 
fact  that  an  illegitimate  infant  in  many  cases  starts  life  under  the  handicap  of  just  being  an 
additional  burden  in  a  home  where  financial  circumstances  are  straightened,  is  not  wanted 
and  may  pass  through  the  hands  of  several  foster  mothers  paid  or  unpaid  during  its  first  few 
months  of  life. 

It  is  not  by  any  means  easy  to  secure  the  attendance  of  these  children  at  Infant  Welfare 
Centres  and  the  only  possible  means  of  keeping  them  under  observation  is  by  home  visiting. 

The  infant  mortality  rate  had  shewn  a  steady  decline  since  1932  when  the  figure  stood 
at  55,  falling  in  1933  to  54,  in  1934  to  48  and  in  1935  to  47.

The  boroughs  of  Leamington,  Nuneaton  and  Sutton  Coldfield  are  of  course  separate  mat¬ 
ernity  and  child  welfare  authorities  and  the  County  Council  are  thus  not  vitally  concerned 
with  the  child  welfare  services  in  those  areas. 

It  will  be  observed  that  in  the  case  of  the  smaller  authorities  a  slight  variation  in  the 
number  of  births,  coupled  with  a  slight  variation  in  the  opposite  direction  in  the  number  of  deaths 
gives  a  considerable  difference  in  the  rate  per  thousand,  which  may  appear  on  first  consideration 
to  warrant  more  attention  than  is  really  justified. 

The  areas  which  cause  me  most  concern  are  the  boroughs  of  Rugby  and  Stratford-upon- 
Avon  and  the  urban  district  of  Solihull,  particularly  the  latter  and  I  am  of  opinion  that  welfare 
services,  especially  home  visiting,  will  have  to  be  intensified  and  additional  health  visitors 
appointed  for  the  purpose. 

The  death  rate  from  “  congenital  debility  and  malformation,  premature  birth  ”  has  also 
increased  in  these  particular  areas,  the  increase  per  thousand  of  population  being  in  Rugby  .17, 
Stratford-upon-Avon  .42  and  Solihull  .31.  In  the  case  of  Stratford-upon  Avon  the  rate  is 
adversely  affected  by  a  slight  decline  in  population,  but  in  the  other  two  areas  there  is  continu¬ 
ous  development  and  unless  the  maternity  and  child  welfare  services  extend  at  the  same  rate 
as  the  urbanisation  of  an  area,  which  is  very  difficult  where  development  is  as  rapid  as  in 
Solihull,  then  the  results  achieved  by  that  service  must  inevitably  diminish.

In  addition,  the  Warneford  General  Hospital  have  carried  out  examinations  of  207

13.  AMBULANCE  FACILITIES. — Ambulance  facilities  available  for  use  in  connection  with 
the  Council’s  various  schemes  have  continued  on  the  same  lines  as  reported  previously. 

14.  NURSING  IN  THE  HOME.^ — A  good  home  nursing  service  has  continued  in  the  County 
under  the  auspices  of  the  County  Nursing  Association  and  the  Newnham  Nursing  Association.

CLINICS  AND  TREATMENT  CENTRES. 

15.  Infant  Welfare  Centres. — During  1936  an  infant  welfare  centre  was  opened  at  Kings¬ 
bury,  making  a  total  of  41  voluntary  infant  welfare  centres  operating  in  the  County,  each 
staffed  by  a  County  Health  Visitor  as  Superintendent,  and  21  of  them  having  an  Assistant 
County  Medical  Officer  as  medical  officer  of  the  centre.  The  remainder  have  appointed  local 
general  practitioners  to  act  as  Medical  Officers. 

Grants  under  section  101  of  the  Local  Government  Act,  1929,  were  increased  in  the  follow¬ 
ing  cases,  generally  to  allow  transport  for  mothers  to  be  provided  at  a  low  cost,  thus  increas¬ 
ing  the  area  served  by  the  centre  : — Bishops  Itchington,  Hampton-in-Arden  and  Great  Alne. 

Offchurch  Infant  Welfare  Centre  became  eligible  for  grant  during  the  year,  having  been 
open  for  one  year. 

1,432  infants  up  to  one  year  of  age  made  21,121  attendances  at  the  41  centres  during 
the  year  and  3,667  children  between  one  and  five  years  of  age  made  25,874  attendances,  a  total 
attendance  of  46,995. 

During  the  course  of  the  year  a  system  of  medical  inspection  of  toddlers  twice  a  year  was 
instituted,  which  has  resulted  in  the  number  of  children  between  one  and  five  years  of  age 
attending  the  centres  being  more  than  doubled.

In  addition  to  the  above  Clinics,  which  are  maintained  by  the  County  Council,  ante-natal 
advice  is  given  to  cases  seeking  admission  to  the  Solihull  Maternity  Home,  a  voluntary  in¬ 
stitution  subsidised  by  the  County  Council.  The  Warneford  General  Hospital,  Leamington, 
and  the  Coventry  and  Warwickshire  Hospital,  Coventry,  provide  a  similar  service,  available 
for  cases  admitted  on  the  authority  of  the  County  Council. 


17.  Ante-Natal  Medical  Scheme. 

(1)  Uninsured  Women. 

During  the  year  1936,  midwives  referred  744  cases  to  doctors  on  the  Council’s  panel  for 
ante-natal  examinations.  At  the  end  of  the  year  reports  had  been  received  on  526  cases  in¬ 
volving  858  examinations. 

254  cases  examined  under  the  scheme  required  the  services  of  a  doctor  either  during  preg¬ 
nancy  or  at  the  confinement,  medical  aid  being  summoned  by  the  midwives  concerned  on

18  cases  were  admitted  to  hospital,  15  complicated  and  3  puerperal  fever. 

Only  2  deaths  occurred  amongst  the  women  taking  advantage  of  the  scheme,  one  on 
account  of  a  severe  heart  condition  and  the  other  (in  hospital)  as  a  result  of  septic  pneumonia 
following  section. 

(2)  Insured  Women. 

179  insured  women  were  referred  by  midwives  to  panel  doctors  for  ante-natal  examination 
as  part  of  the  medical  benefit  to  which  they  are  entitled  under  the  National  Health  Insurance 
Acts. 

Reports  were  received  from  the  doctors  concerned  in  67  cases  involving  100  examinations. 

18.  Rugby  Gynaecological  Clinic. — This  clinic,  which  was  referred  to  in  paragraph  18  of 
my  last  Annual  RepOTd|^  June,  1937,  with  Dr.  Jean  C.  Watson  (who  has  received  special 
training  to  enable  her  to  undertake  the  work)  as  Medical  Officer  in  charge.  It  will  be  remem¬ 
bered  that  this  clinic  is  in  the  nature  of  an  experiment  to  ascertain  whether  there  is  a  need 
for  such  clinics  for  the  treatment  of  minor  gynaecological  conditions  and  the  giving  of  contra¬ 
ceptive  advice  to  married  women  on  medical  grounds. 

The  existence  of  the  clinic  has  been  brought  to  the  notice  of  medical  practitioners  and 
midwives  in  Rugby  and  district,  and  its  continuance  or  otherwise  will  depend  to  a  large  extent 
upon  the  use  made  of  it  by  general  practitioners  referring  to  the  Clinic  their  patients  who 
require  treatment  or  advice  within  the  scope  of  the  Clinic. 
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19.  HOSPITALS. — The  principal  voluntary  hospitals  have  continued  their  co-operation 
with  the  Council  in  connection  with  the  various  treatment  services  sponsored  by  the  Council. 

20.  MEDICAL  SERVICES  OF  THE  PUBLIC  ASSISTANCE  COMMITTEE.— There  has 
been  no  material  development  in  the  medical  services  of  the  Public  Assistance  Committee 
during  the  year. 

21.  INSTITUTIONAL  PROVISION  FOR  THE  CARE  OF  MENTAL  DEFECTIVES.— 
At  the  31st  December,  1936,  the  accommodation  at  the  Warwickshire  Weston  Colony  remained 
the  same  as  recorded  in  my  last  Annual  Report,  viz.  : —

The  Alcester  and  Warwick  Public  Assistance  Institutions  continue  to  provide  accom¬ 
modation  for  a  number  of  certified  mental  defectives,  mostly  female. 

MIDWIFERY  AND  MATERNITY  SERVICES. 

22.  Midwives. — There  were  234  midwives — 231  trained  and  3  bona-fide — practising  in  the 
County  during  the  course  of  the  year.  77  of  these  were  inspected  by  neighbouring  Local  Super¬ 
vising  Authorities  and  157  by  the  Council.  68  were  attached  to  District  Nursing  Associations 
affiliated  to  the  County  Nursing  Association. 

474  inspections  were  made  during  the  year  and  283  visits  in  connection  with  matters 
arising  in  the  midwives’  practices. 

In  the  Tamworth  Rural  District  one  midwife  continued  to  receive  a  subsidy  from  the 
Council  to  enable  her  to  run  a  small  car  in  a  large  rural  area.  This  has  now  ceased  with  the 
operation  of  the  Council’s  proposals  for  a  whole-time  midwifery  service  under  the  Midwives 
Act,  1936. 

Midwives  without  a  doctor  attended  64.5%  of  the  births  notified,  viz.,  2,895,  whilst  they 
also  attended  a  further  1,280  as  maternity  nurse  with  a  doctor.  Doctors  without  the  services 
of  midwives  attended  506  cases.  It  will  be  noted,  therefore,  that  4,175  women,  representing 
89%  of  births  notified,  were  nursed  during  parturition  by  registered  midwives. 

Under  the  Midwives  Act,  1936,  the  Council  have  appointed  10  whole-time  salaried  mid¬ 
wives  (Atherstone  2,  Bedworth  3,  Rugby  3,  and  Stratford-on-Avon  2)  and  have  made  arrange¬ 
ments  with  the  County  Nursing  Association,  the  Newnham  Nursing  Association,  the  Warneford 
Hospital,  Leamington,  and  the  Sutton  Coldfield  Corporation  to  supply  a  midwifery  service  in 
various  parts  of  the  County. 

This  service  will  be  subsidised  by  the  County  Council  by  way  of  grants  to  the  Associations, 
etc.,  providing  the  midwives. 

23.  Medical  Help  for  Midwives. — During  1936  medical  help  was  sought  by  midwives 
in  1,121  cases  as  against  980  in  1935.  Claims  from  medical  practitioners  were  received  in 
respect  of  838  of  these  cases,  representing  a  total  cost  of  £1,156  17s.  Od.  Contributions  were 
collected  from  patients  amounting  to  £427  12s.  lid.  in  respect  of  claims  received  during,  and  in 
some  cases  previous  to,  the  year  under  review. 

No  contributions  were  assessed  as  recoverable  in  respect  of  fees  amounting  to  £45  8s.  Od., 
relating  to  54  claims  dealing  with  cases  of  Ophthalmia  Neonatorum,  and  £170  12s.  6d.  in  respect 
of  117  claims  in  which  the  circumstances  in  accordance  with  the  income  scale  were  regarded 
as  necessitous.

24.  Compensation  to  Midwives. — The  Council  have  continued  in  operation  the  scheme 
for  the  compensation  of  midwives  described  in  paragraph  32  of  my  Annual  Report  for  1933. 

During  1936  compensation  was  paid  in  54  cases,  21  being  necessitous,  36  owing  to  the 
patient’s  removal  to  hospital,  and  7  as  a  result  of  the  midwives’  suspension. 

25.  Maternal  Mortality. — During  the  year  30  deaths  were  recorded  from  childbirth,  16 
from  Puerperal  Sepsis  and  14  from  other  causes,  giving  a  maternal  death-rate  of  5.21  per  1,000 
live  births  (as  against  3.68  in  1935)  or  a  rate  of  5.04  per  1,000  total  births.

Of  the  9  sepsis  deaths  occurring  outside  the  three  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Boroughs, 
4  occurred  in  the  Borough  of  Rugby,  1  admitted  from  Stratford-on-Avon  occurred  in  the  Warne- 
ford  Hospital,  Leamington,  1  in  Northmeade  Nursing  Home,  Solihull,  and  1  admitted  from 
Bedworth  occurred  in  the  Coventry  and  Warwickshire  Hospital,  the  remaining  2  being  deaths 
in  women  outside  the  County,  but  ascribed  to  Warwickshire  by  the  Registrar  General. 

Among  the  14  deaths  due  to  causes  other  than  sepsis,  3  followed  eeasarean  section  in 
hospital,  3  were  due  to  eclampsia,  4  to  heart  disease,  1  to  operative  shock,  1  to  post-partum 
haemorrhage,  1  to  pulmonary  embolism,  and  1  to  ectopic  gestation.  Manj^  of  these  deaths 
can  be  regarded  as  inevitable  and  occurred  in  patients  whose  pregnancy  might  well  have  been 
avoided  had  their  physical  disabilities  been  appreciated  and  medical  advice  sought  before 
conception. 


It  is  significant  to  note  that  in  only  two  of  the  recorded  maternal  deaths  had  advantage 
been  taken  of  the  Medical  Ante-natal  Scheme,  and  in  no  instanee  was  there  attendance  at  any 
of  the  County  Ante-natal  Clinics.  It  must  be  remembered,  however,  that  this  latter  statement 
refers  only  to  deaths  occurring  outside  the  Municipal  Boroughs  of  Nuneaton,  Leamington  and 
Sutton  Coldfield,  where  ante-natal  services  are  provided  by  these  Councils,  who  are  themselves 
Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Authorities.  But  one  can  conclude,  on  the  evidence  available, 
that  previous  ante-natal  care  either  in  clinics  or  at  the  hands  of  medical  practitioners  must 
have  a  beneficial  effect  in  safeguarding  the  mother  at  the  time  of  delivery  and  it  must 
strongly  be  urged  that  this  important  preventive  measure  should  be  more  universally  adopted, 
and  not  left  merely  to  the  discretion  of  the  patient  herself  or  to  her  relatives,  but  should  be  a 
requirement  punishable  on  neglect. 

There  are  unfortunately  still  women  who  refrain  from  making  all  necessary  arrange¬ 
ments  for  their  confinement,  including  the  booking  of  a  midwife  or  doctor,  until  the  last  minute, 
when  ante-natal  examination  is  impossible,  and  when  any  threatened  complication  must  needs 
mean  disaster  or  at  least  delivery  under  most  difficult  circumstances.  Patients  of  this  des¬ 
cription  are  always  included  among  the  fatalities  of  child-birth,  and  if  unfit  to  protect  themselves 
should  be  protected  by  the  State. 

68  complicated  maternity  cases — of  whom  4  died — were  admitted  under  the  County 
Scheme  to  the  Coventry  and  Warwickshire  Hospital,  Coventry,  the  Warneford  General  Hospital, 
Leamington,  the  Hospital  of  St.  Cross,  Rugby,  the  General  Hospital,  Nuneaton,  and  the  Mater¬ 
nity  Hospital,  Birmingham  ;  51  normal  maternity  cases  were  admitted  to  the  Coventry  and 
Warwickshire  Hospital  from  the  area  of  the  County  adjoining  the  City  of  Coventry. 


Consultative  help  was  sought  in  4  cases  of  complicated  midwifery,  all  of  whom  were  ad¬ 
mitted  to  hospital. 


26.  Puerperal  Fever  and  Puerperal  Pyrexia  Regulations. — Notifications  were  received 
of  33  cases  of  Puerperal  Fever  as  compared  with  15  in  the  previous  year,  and  44  of  Puerperal 
Pyrexia  as  against  38  in  1935,  a  total  of  77  under  the  above  Regulations.  Of  these,  27  occurred 
in  the  Boroughs  of  Nuneaton,  Leamington  Spa  and  Sutton  Coldfield,  and  were  dealt  with 
administratively  by  the  respective  borough  councils. 

Of  the  remaining  50  cases — 18  Puerperal  Fever  and  32  Puerperal  Pyrexia — 20  were  ad¬ 
mitted  to  hospital  under  the  County  Scheme,  and  a  second  opinion  was  sought  in  2  instances. 
3  of  the  20  cases  admitted  to  hospital  terminated  fatally. 

16  deaths  were  registered  from  Puerperal  Sepsis  in  the  County,  giving  a  death-rate  for 
this  condition  of  2.78  per  1,000  total  births  registered,  as  compared  with  1.06  in  the  previous 
year  and  2.02  in  1934. 

27.  Supply  of  Milk  to  Mothers  and  Infants. — The  Council’s  Scheme  for  the  supply  of 
free  milk  to  necessitous  expectant  and  nursing  mothers  and  infants  has  continued  in  operation 
during  the  year  on  the  same  lines  as  previously. 
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352  new  applications  were  granted  in  1936  as  compared  with  433  in  1935.  These,  to¬ 
gether  with  cases  already  in  receipt  of  milk  at  the  beginning  of  1936,  made  a  total  of  566 
families  assisted  during  the  year.  This  compares  with  672  families  assisted  in  1935.  62,162 

pints  of  milk  and  561  packets  of  dried  milk  equivalent  to  3,927  pints,  were  distributed,  a  total 
of  8,261  gallons  as  compared  with  11,565  gallons  in  the  previous  year. 

There  was  a  considerable  decline  in  the  number  of  families  assisted  under  this  Scheme, 
largely,  I  believe,  owing  to  a  reduction  in  unemployment. 

The  following  table  indicates  the  types  of  families  in  receipt  of  milk  and  the  number  of 
applications  in  the  various  districts  in  the  County,  the  totals  in  parenthesis  are  the  figures  for 
1935

INSTITUTIONAL  PROVISION  FOR  MOTHERS  AND  CHILDREN. 

28.  County  Maternity  Homes. — During  1936  there  were  231  cases  admitted  to  the  two 
County  Maternity  Homes — 133  to  Rugby  and  98  to  Warwick,  as  against  206  in  the  previous 
year  and  164  in  1934. 

The  administration  of  these  Homes  becomes  increasingly  difficult  owing  to  the  general 
dearth  of  applicants  for  nursing  posts.  But  conditions  in  the  future  may  be  better  since  the 
salaries  have  been  increased,  and  quite  extensive  structural  alterations  and  re-furnishing  have 
been  carried  out  to  improve  the  amenities  of  the  Homes  and  to  make  them  more  comfortable 
for  the  staff. 

(f)  County  Health  Centre  and  Maternity  Home,  16,  Hillmorton  Road,  Rugby. 

The  average  duration  of  stay  of  the  133  cases  admitted  to  this  Home  was  14.3  days.  33 
cases  received  76  days  treatment  for  ante  or  post-natal  conditions,  an  average  stay  of  2.3 
days  per  case. 

25  cases  were  admitted  at  reduced  fees. 

142  new  cases  made  first  attendances  at  the  ante-natal  clinic  during  the  year  and  these 
together  with  old  cases,  made  611  re-attendances;  a  total  of  753  attendances. 
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Of  the  142  new  cases  attending  the  ante-natal  clinic,  99  had  booked  to  enter  the  mater¬ 
nity  home  for  confinement,  and  the  remaining  43  had  engaged  midwives  to  attend  them  in 
their  own  homes. 

2  cases  of  Puerperal  Fever  and  1  case  of  Puerperal  Pyrexia  occurred  during  the  year. 
"Ffee  case  of  fever  was  removed  to  the  Hospital  of  St.  Cross,  Rugby,  and^^6«t£^t^yroj»a^ases 
made  good  recovery  before  discharge  from  the  Home  at  the  end  of  10  and  16  days  respectively. 

1  infant  died,  owing  to  prematurity.  There  were  also  6  stillbirths. 

[ii]  County  Health  Centre  and  Maternity  Home,  3,  The  Butts,  Warwick. 

The  98  cases  admitted  to  this  Home  made  an  average  duration  of  stay  of  15.2  days. 
34  cases  received  ante  or  post-natal  treatment  for  a  total  of  123  days  or  an  average  stay  of 
3.6  days  per  case. 

61  cases  were  admitted  at  reduced  fees. 

106  new  cases  attended  the  ante-natal  clinic  and  395  re-attendances  were  made  by  these 
and  old  cases,  a  total  of  501. 

Of  the  106  new  cases  attending  the  ante-natal  clinic,  88  had  booked  to  enter  the  mater¬ 
nity  home  for  confinement,  13  had  engaged  midwives  to  attend  them  in  their  own  homes, 
and  5  had  arranged  to  enter  the  Warwick  Hospital. 

No  cases  of  Puerperal  Pyrexia  occurred  during  the  year. 

3  infants  died  owing  to  prematurity  and  feebleness  and  there  were  4  stillbirths. 

29.  HEALTH  VISITORS. — During  1936,  home  visits  to  infants  and  children  up  to  5  years 
of  age  totalled  33,316,  as  against  29,360  in  1935.

In  accordance  with  the  arrangement  with  the  Staffordshire  County  Council  the  following 
visits  were  undertaken  by  that  Council’s  officers  in  the  Bolehall  and  Glascote  area  : — -Infants 
up  to  one  year  of  age,  first  visits  35,  re-visits  398  ;  children  one  to  five  years  of  age,  521. 

30.  Miss  PoLDEN,  Superintendent  Health  Visitor  and  Supervisor  of  Midwives,  reports  as 
follows  : — 

“  Supervision  of  Midwives. 

“  Many  changes  in  the  personnel  of  the  midwives  throughout  the  County  have  and  still 
are  taking  place  as  a  result  of  the  operation  of  the  Midwives  Act  of  1936.  Several  mid  wives 
have  been  required  to  retire  from  practice  on  account  of  age  and  several  have  taken  advantage 
of  the  opportunity  of  retiring  and  claiming  compensation  under  the  Act.  The  independent 
midwives  in  the  County  were  chiefly  affected  and  their  number  is  much  reduced.  The  normal 
work  of  supervision  has  been  carried  out  in  the  usual  way  and  it  is  very  pleasing  to  feel  that 
there  is  friendly  co-operation  between  the  supervisors  and  the  midwives.  We  look  forward 
to  good  work  being  carried  out  by  the  salaried  service  both  by  the  full-time  officers  of  the 
County  Council  and  the  midwives  attached  to  the  County  Nursing  Association  and  other 
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bodies  helping  in  this  work.  The  midwives  work  with  one  aim  and  join  wdth  us  at  the 
Central  Office  in  a  desire  to  see  a  reduction  in  maternal  mortality  and  a  lessening  in  the  deaths 
of  newly  born  infants. 

"  The  County  Maternity  Homes. 

“  The  Homes  at  Warwick  and  Rugby  have  passed  through  troublous  times  owing  to 
changes  in  staff,  institution  life  appearing  not  to  attract  midwdves  so  much  as  the  salaried 
services  in  the  districts.  The  work  progressed,  however,  throughout  the  year  and  in  both 
Homes  the  admissions  for  the  year  were  higher  than  ever  before.  Both  the  Warwick  and  the 
Rugby  Homes  have  suffered  a  change  of  Sister-in-Charge.  Miss  Kettle  (Warwick)  resigned 
when  she  became  Assistant  Supervisor  of  Midwives  in  the  County  in  succession  to  Miss  Shaw, 
who  resigned  on  her  marriage,  and  Miss  Knight  (Rugby)  resigned  upon  her  appointment  as 
Supervisor  of  Midwives  in  Luton.  Two  new  Sisters  have  been  appointed  and  we  welcome 
Miss  Phillips  and  Miss  Jackson  as  able  successors  in  these  posts. 

“  Health  Visiting. 

“  The  Health  Visitors  of  the  County  Council  have  put  in  some  excellent  work  in  1936. 
Home  visiting,  including  infants,  toddlers,  school  children,  tuberculous  patients,  foster  children 
and  various  others  has  been  the  main  feature  of  their  work,  they  having  been  encouraged  to 
devote  all  available  time  to  this  service,  as  it  is  here,  in  my  opinion,  that  the  foundation  of 
a  health  education  and  outlook  is  laid.  Toddlers  have  also  come  more  fully  within  the  scope 
of  the  service,  and  in  many  districts  toddlers  clinics  have  commenced,  being  attended  with 
encouraging  enthusiasm.  The  school  work  carried  out  by  the  Health  Visiting  staff  in  their 
capacity  of  School  Nurses  meets  with  a  happy  co-ordination  of  both  services.  May  I  record 
my  appreciation  of  the  voluntary  services  throughout  the  County,  particularly  in  regard  to 
the  Infant  Welfare  Centres,  also  I  desire  again  to  thank  Councillor  Mrs.  Hosking  for  her  ready 
help  and  advice,  and  in  like  manner  Alderman  Brigadier-General  Wiggin  for  a  ready  sym¬ 
pathy  and  help,  in  the  work  of  the  County  Maternity  Homes  throughout  the  year.” 

31.  INFANT  LIFE  PROTECTION. — The  County  Register  contained  the  names  of  104 
nursed  out  children  on  the  1st  January,  1936,  including  4  associated  with  Dr.  Barnardo's  Homes 
and  1  with  the  National  Orphanage,  Sutton  Coldfield.  There  were  38  removals  and  44  additions 
to  the  Home  Supervision  Register  during  the  year. 

At  the  31st  December,  therefore,  there  were  110  nursed-out  children  on  the  register. 

Health  Visitors  paid  79  first  visits  and  382  re-visits  to  these  children. 

ORTHOPAEDIC  TREATMENT. 

32.  During  the  year  the  administration  of  the  orthopaedic  service  has  continued  on  similar 
lines  to  previous  years.  The  Hospital  of  St.  Cross,  Rugby,  has  been  approved  by  the  Board  of 
Education  and  the  Ministry  of  Health  as  an  Orthopaedic  Hospital  and  School,  thus  enabling 
the  hospital  to  be  utilised  for  long  duration  cases. 

33.  The  following  table  gives  the  number  of  attendances  at  the  various  clinics  since  the

The  children  how¬ 
ever,  are  retained  on  the  Orthopaedic  Register  in  case  further  hospital  treatment  should 
be  necessary  at  the  cost  of  the  Education  Committee  before  they  attain  the  age  of  16 
years. 

Hospital  Treatment. 

34.  A  total  of  106  Orthopaedic  cases  of  all  types  have  received  Hospital  treatment  during 
the  year  as  compared  with  116  in  1935,  88  of  these  were  non-tuberculous  cases  and  18  were 
tuberculous  cases  admitted  under  the  Warwickshire  and  Coventry  Joint  Committee’s  Scheme. 

35.  Sixteen  children  not  requiring  major  operative  treatment  and  suffering  from  defects 
of  a  non-tuberculous  character  received  treatment  in  the  Paybody  Convalescent  Home, 
Allesley.  The  total  number  of  cases  receiving  in-patient  treatment  nnder  the  scheme 
during  the  year  was  therefore  122  as  against  136  in  1935. 

36.  In  the  Rugby  Hospital  of  St.  Cross  8  cases  were  treated  as  in-patients  and  main¬ 
tained  out  of  voluntary  funds,  in  addition  to  31  cases  under  16  years  of  age  maintained  under 
the  County  Scheme. 

Paybody  Convalescent  Home,  Allesley. 

37.  This  Convalescent  Home  has  continued  its  activities  during  1936  on  the  same  lines 
as  laid  down  in  my  report  for  1931.  The  number  of  beds  provided  at  the  Home  remains 
at  40,  20  for  boys  and  20  for  girls. 

Parents’  Contributions. 

38.  Contributions  towards  the  cost  of  treatment  received  from  parents  during  the 
year  amounted  to  £747  15s.  8d.  (as  compared  with  £560  3s.  lOd.  for  1935)  ;  £591  5s.  4d.  in 
respect  of  children  of  school  age,  and  £156  10s.  4d.  in  respect  of  children  under  school  age. 

Results  of  Orthopaedic  Treatment. 

39.  Excluding  the  60  cases  on  the  register  between  14  and  16  years  of  age,  1,030  cases 
were  treated  during  the  year.  141  or  13.7  per  cent,  were  cured  and  520  or  50.5  per  cent,  were 
reported  to  be  improved.  64.2  per  cent,  may  therefore  be  regarded  as  having  derived  benefit 
from  treatment  received.

43.  RIVERS  AND  STREAMS. 

The  two  principal  rivers  in  the  County,  the  Tame  and  the  Avon,  are  associated  respect¬ 
ively  with  the  Trent  and  the  Severn  Watersheds  ;  both  being  tributaries  of  considerable  im¬ 
portance.  The  River  Tame  continues  to  receive  in  the  form  of  effluent  from  the  Birmingham 
Tame  and  Rea  District  Drainage  Board  a  large  proportion  of  its  volume,  and  great  credit  is 
due  to  this  Board  for  the  maintenance  of  a  standard  of  effluent  from  their  extensive  works 
that  has  no  untoward  influence  on  the  river  water.  The  quality  of  the  river  above  the  point 
at  which  it  receives  the  Drainage  Board’s  effluent,  although  much  improved  during  recent 
years,  appears  from  reports  received  during  the  past  year,  to  call  for  further  improvement, 
which,  when  effected  through  the  activities  of  the  Upper  Tame  Basin  Joint  Committee,  will 
call  for  a  higher  standard  of  effluent  from  the  Tame  and  Rea  District  Drainage  Board.  Only 
in  this  manner  will  the  River  Tame  in  its  course  through  the  County  of  Warwick  be  raised 
from  its  present  deplorable  condition. 

The  River  Cole,  although  it  may  not  actually  pollute  the  Tame,  has  itself  become  so 
polluted  as  to  cause  grave  concern,  and  it  is  hoped  that  all  responsible  authorities  will  do 
their  utmost  to  prevent  it  becoming  a  water  course  for  the  conveyance  simply  of  all  and  sundry 
forms  of  pollution.  With  the  efficient  sewerage  of  those  built-up  areas  throughout  its  course, 
and  with  appropriate  means  of  dealing  with  this  sewage,  it  should  not  be  beyond  the  wit  of 
man  to  protect  its  amenities  and  regain  once  more  its  ability  to  maintain  fish  life.  But  to 
ensure  this  there  must  be  concerted  action  between  all  authorities  responsible. 
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The  River  Avon,  it  is  gratifying  to  record,  is  in  a  much  more  favourable  condition.  The 
extensive  sewage  works  of  the  Coventry  City  Council  at  Finham  are  so  far  having  a  safe¬ 
guarding  influence  on  the  river  as  shown  by  its  improved  condition  below  the  outfalls.  Con¬ 
siderable  extensions  have  been  carried  out  at  these  works,  dealing  as  they  now  do  with  a  daily 
flow  of  5,600,000  gallons  of  sewage.  A  further  3,000,000  gallons  daily  is  treated  at  the  old 
Baginton  works  by  Bio-aeration,  and  it  is  on  this  site  that  all  sludge  treatment  is  undertaken. 

While  the  works  at  Rugby  have  been  capable  of  dealing  in  an  excellent  manner  with 
the  major  portion  of  the  daily  flow  of  1 J  million  gallons,  extension  of  these  works  is  contemplated 
with  a  view  to  discontinuing  irrigation  at  Newbold-on-Avon  and  concentrating  the  whole  of 
the  treatment  at  the  existing  works.  This  will  necessitate  the  provision  of  four  new  percolating 
filters,  and  additional  settlement,  humus  and  storm  water  tanks.  When  completed  and  the 
entire  treatment  is  bacterial  the  River  in  that  stretch  between  Rugby  and  the  City  of  Coventry 
outfall  at  Baginton  should  be  still  further  improved.  The  inadequate  treatment  works  at 
Wolston,  the  outfall  from  which  discharges  into  this  same  stretch  of  the  River,  call  for  recon¬ 
struction  in  order  to  prevent  deterioration  of  the  River  at  this  point. 

The  Leamington,  Warwick  and  Stratford-on-Avon  Sewage  Works  are  all  being  well  man¬ 
aged  and  are  yielding  satisfactory  effluents.  The  River  Avon  from  Warwick  down  to  Bidford- 
on-Avon  maintains  a  good  supply  of  coarse  fish,  and  even  in  that  stretch  between  Stoneleigh 
and  Guy’s  Cliffe  Mill  fish  are  more  plentiful  than  a  few  years  ago.  This  is  a  good  sign  that 
augurs  well  for  the  future. 

The  River  Arrow,  that  tributory  of  the  Avon  in  the  Alcester  Rural  District,  receives 
effluents  from  Redditch  and  Alvechurch  in  Worcestershire,  and  from  Studley  and  Alcester  in 
Warwickshire.  It  is  gratifying  to  learn  that  the  Redditch  Urban  District  Council  have  now 
in  hand  the  extension  and  improving  of  the  works  at  Redditch.  When  completed  it  is  hoped 
that  the  River  Arrow  will  show  a  like  improvement  below  the  Ipsley  works  and  that  it  may 
once  more  become  a  fishing  stream  in  the  vicinity  of  Studley. 


44.  SCHOOLS. — 59  departments  were  closed  on  account  of  infectious  disease  during  the  year, 

15  on  account  of  Measles,  Influenza  7,  Whooping  Cough  13,  Chicken  Pox  15,  Scarlet  Fever  2, 
Mumps  6  and  Tonsillitis  1. 


45.  HOUSING. 


During  the  year  the  Council  approved  a  grant  of  £1  per  house  per  annum  under  section 
115  (3)  of  the  Housing  Act,  1936,  in  respect  of  5  houses  erected  by  the  Tamworth  Rural  Dis¬ 
trict  Council  for  the  relief  of  overcrowding.

INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  iOOD. 


MILK. 

46.  Milk  and  Dairies  (Consolidation)  Act,  1915. — Under  section  4  of  the  Milk  and 
Dairies  (Consolidation)  Act,  125  herds  were  notified  from  various  sources,  as  producing  tuber¬ 
culous  milk,  or  of  suspected  tuberculosis  in  dairy  cows,  18  of  these  notifications  being  received 
from  the  County  Sampling  Officers,  43  from  the  part-time  Veterinary  Inspectors,  and  the  re¬ 
maining  64  from  Local  Authorities  both  inside  and  outside  the  County.  In  addition  15  herds 
still  under  investigation  at  the  end  of  the  previous  year,  were  dealt  with,  making  a  total  of 
140  herds  inspected,  with  the  following  results  : — 

1.  Cows  found  tuberculous  and  slaughtered  under  the  Tuberculous  Order,

These  inspections  involved  the  veterinary  examination  of  2,187  cows,  and  the  taking  of 

577  samples  of  milk  for  biological  examination,  an  average  of  4.12  samples  per  herd  inspected. 

In  addition,  the  County  Food  Inspectors  have  taken  250  samples  of  milk  during  delivery 
and  of  these  19  or  7.5  per  cent,  have  been  found  to  contain  living  tubercle  bacilli,  as  against 
4.05  per  cent,  in  1935. 
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47.  The  Milk  (Special  Designations)  Order,  1936.— 589  producers  of  “  designated  ”  milk 
were  licensed  during  1936 : —

The  above  figures  are  evidence  of  the  desire  on  the  part  of  many  farmers  to  produce 
milk  of  the  required  standard  of  cleanliness,  but  even  if  this  number  continue  to  maintain  that 
standard  there  remain  over  three  times  that  number  of  producers  in  the  County  who  are 
selling  to  the  public  milk  of  an  undesignated  character.  It  does  not  follow  that  their  milk 
is  necessarily  below  the  standard  of  “  designated  ”  but  since  routine  veterinary  inspection  of 
all  herds  does  not  operate  in  Warwickshire,  these  undesignated  herds  escape  that  quarterly 
veterinary  inspection  that  is  required  of  licensed  producers  of  accredited  milk. 


Since  this  inspection  goes  a  long  way  towards  the  discovery  of  animals  likely  to  be  suffer¬ 
ing  from  udder  tuberculosis,  such  animals  as  a  result  of  inspection  being  subsequently  eliminated 
from  the  herds,  it  can  readily  be  understood  why  the  percentage  of  tubercle  infected  mUk 
samples  remains  so  high,  and  it  will  continue  high  until  a  much  higher  percentage  of  producers 
become  licensed  under  the  Milk  (Special  Designations)  Order,  either  as  Accredited  or  preferably 
as  T.T.  producers. 


The  standard  of  cleanliness  of  Accredited  and  T.T.  Milk  is  now  being  gauged  by  the 
Methylene  Blue  reduction  test,  the  Council  having  decided  t^t  the  Coli  test,  requiring  the 
absence  of  the  Coliform  bacillus  in  one-hundredth  of  a  millilitre,  should  be  undertaken  in 
every  sample  tested  by  the  Methylene  Blue  method.  The  results  so  far  are  eminently  satis¬ 
factory,  although  farmers  are  inclined  to  prefer  the  Bacterial  Count,  which  indicated  to  them  the 
degree  of  uncleanliness  in  a  more  spectacular  or  comprehensible  manner  than  the  Methylene 
Blue  reduction  test.  The  usefulness  of  this  latter  test  is,  however,  greatly  enhanced  by  the 
Coli  test  carried  out  simultaneously  and  reported  upon  to  all  designated  producers  of  Accredited 
and  T.T.  milk  in  every  instance,  good  or  bad. 


Food  and  Drugs. 

48.  Public  Health  (Preservatives,  Etc.  in  Food)  Regulations,  1925-27. 

During  the  year  20  samples  of  cream  were  submitted  for  analysis  under  these  Regulations. 
All  the  samples  were  genuine  and  free  from  preservatives. 


49.  Food  and  Drugs  (Adulteration)  Act,  1928.— During  the  year  1936,  971  samples  were 
submitted  by  County  Inspectors  and  102  by  the  Inspectors  of  District  Councils,  making  a  total 
of  1,073  samples  analysed.  Of  these,  66  were  found  to  be  adulterated,  giving  a  sample 
adulteration  figure  of  6.1  per  cent,  as  compared  with  14.4  in  the  previous  year. 

The  figure  for  milk  adulteration  alone  was  6.0  as  compared  with  14.9  in  1935. 

The  66  adulterated  samples  consisted  of  :— Milk  53  (35  vendors).  Table  Vinegar  4,  Sausage 
2,  Lard  1,  Glycerine  1,  Beef  dripping  1,  Beef  Cubes  1,  Raspberry  Vinegar  1,  Cod  Liver  Oil 
Emulsion  1,  Bismuth  and  Magnesia  1,  Boiled  Sweets  1,  Iodine  Ointment  1  and  Black  Currant 
Wine  1. 

Proceedings  were  taken  in  2  cases  against  2  vendors,  the  total  amount  of  fines  and 
costs  imposed  being  £8  6s.  Od.

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PREVALENCE  AND  CONTROL  OVER  INFECTIOUS  AND  OTHER  DISEASES. 

GENERAL. 

50.  Local  Government  Act,  1929,  Section  63. — There  was  no  change  in  the  arrangements 
under  the  above  scheme  during  the  year. 

51.  Notifiable  Diseases. — The  summary  of  the  returns  of  the  District  Medical  Officers 
of  Health  will  be  found  in  Table  “  C.”  Scarlet  Fever  and  Diphtheria  have  again  been  pre¬ 
valent,  both  diseases  being  widespread  over  the  whole  County  rather  than  severely  epidemic 
in  any  particular  area. 

Deaths  from  Scarlet  Fever  numbered  10  as  against  3  in  1935,  and  Diphtheria  accounted 
for  43  deaths  as  against  37  in  the  previous  year. 

The  following  table  shows  the  cases  of  notifiable  diseases  (other  than  tuberculosis)  which 
were  notified  and  deaths,  the  previous  year’s  figures  being  given  in  parenthesis  for  purposes

52.  Vaccination  against  Smallpox. — Of  5,102  registered  births  in  1935,  the  number  of  these 
cases  successfully  vaccinated  in  1936  was  1,064,  or  20.8  per  cent,  as  compared  with  23.9  in 
1935,  3,325  conscientious  objection  certificates  were  received,  a  percentage  of  65.17  as  com¬ 
pared  with  63.33  in  the  previous  year.  Details  of  the  disposition  of  cases  in  County  districts 
are  shewn  in  Table  “  D  ”  of  the  Appendix. 

53.  Measles,  Whooping  Cough  and  Influenza. — Measles  was  less  prevalent  than  in  the 
previous  year,  and  only  8  deaths  were  registered  as  compared  with  15  in  1935,  and  8  in  1934. 
There  was  an  increase  in  the  prevalence  of  Whooping  Cough  during  the  latter  half  of  the  year, 
and  21  deaths  from  the  disease  were  recorded  as  against  8  in  1935  and  17  in  1934.  Influenza 
again  shewed  a  heavy  incidence  in  the  early  part  of  the  year,  and  resulted  in  83  deaths  as 
against  73  in  1935,  and  72  in  1934. 

54.  Cerebro-Spinal  Fever. — 13  cases  of  this  disease  were  recorded,  compared  with  4  in 
1935.  10  deaths — as  compared  with  5  in  the  previous  year — were  registered. 

55.  Cancer. — While  the  ways  and  means  of  recognising  and  treating  Cancer,  particularly  in 
its  early  stages,  are  appreciated  by  the  medical  profession,  the  difficulty  of  securing  apprecia¬ 
tion  by  the  general  public  of  the  importance  of  early  diagnosis  remains  a  problem.  Steps  have 
been  taken  by  propaganda  to  acquaint  the  public  of  the  early  signs  of  this  dire  disease  but 
the  individual  affected  is  the  only  one  who  can  make  the  first  move.  That  being  accom¬ 
plished  the  second  move  must  be  made  by  the  family  doctor,  who  should  allay  the  fears  of  the 
patient  and  without  delay  should  seek  specialist  advice.  Just  as  a  specialist  can  be  called  upon 
in  the  protection  of  motherhood,  so  should  a  like  service  be  available  in  the  case  of  suspected 
cancer.  Such  specialist  service  should  be  associated  with  a  Hospital  Centre,  fully  equipped 
with  all  the  modern  requirements  for  diagnostic  purposes.  Some  local  general  hospitals  are 
so  equipped,  but  the  same  cannot  be  said  of  methods  available  for  treatment,  having  reference 
particularly  to  treatment  by  radiation,  including  deep  X-ray  therapy.  In  this  respect  there 
should  be  close  co-operation  with  the  nearest  Radium  Centre  or  a  recognised  Hospital  approved 
by  the  Radium  Commission.  As  far  as  voluntary  hospital  patients  are  concerned,  this  is  an 
administrative  matter  essentially  within  the  province  of  the  voluntary  hospital. 

Investigation  into  the  histories  of  patients  suffering  from  cancer,  involving  the  following 
up  by  the  County  Health  Visiting  Staff  of  hospital  patients  in  their  own  homes,  a  procedure 
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suggested  some  five  years  ago,  has  not  met  with  the  success  hoped  for,  due  no  doubt  to  the 
comprehensive  character  of  the  records  that  were  required  to  be  kept  and  to  the  cumbersome 
procedure  entailed  in  securing  the  necessary  particulars  from  patients,  from  hospitals  and  from 
Local  Authority  officials.  A  simplified  procedure,  if  such  could  be  devised,  might  meet  with 
greater  success. 

At  the  eight  Public  Assistance  Hospitals  of  the  County  Council  there  were  admitted  during 
the  past  year  78  cancer  cases,  distributed  as  follows  : — 

Alcester  Infirmary  0,  Meriden  Infirmary  4,  Nuneaton  Informary  8,  Rugby  Infirmary 
14,  Shipston-on-Stour  Infirmary  0,  Solihull  Infirmary  14,  Stratford-on-Avon 
Infirmary  1,  Warwick  Hospital  37. 

Of  these  cases  32  had  previously  sought  advice  at  other  hospitals  providing  radiation  as 
well  as  operative  treatment  and  46  had  received  no  such  advice  or  treatment  before  admission. 
Of  this  latter  number  treatment  was  given  at  the  Warwick  Hospital  to  19  cases,  Rugby  11 
(all  cancer  of  uterus),  Nuneaton  6,  Meriden  3,  Solihull  3  ;  one  was  referred  to  another  hospital 
for  operative  treatment  from  the  Meriden  Institution  and  three  cases  were  referred  from  the 
Warwick  Hospital  to  Dudley  Road  Hospital,  Birmingham,  for  deep  X-ray  therapy. 

PREVENTION  OF  BLINDNESS. 

56.  Ophthalmia  Neonatorum.^ — 46  notifications  of  Ophthalmia  Neonatorum  were  received 
during  the  year  as  compared  with  35  in  1935.  Of  these  21  were  resident  in  the  Boroughs 
of  Leamington  Spa,  Nuneaton  and  Sutton  Coldfield,  which  are  separate  Maternity  and  Child 
Welfare  Areas,  leaving  25  notifications  in  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  County.

TUBERCULOSIS. 

57.  During  the  year  1936,  369  notifications  of  Tuberculosis  were  received — 253  pulmonary 
cases  and  116  other  forms  of  Tuberculosis.  Deaths  from  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  numbered 
162,  and  from  non-pulmonary  tuberculosis  34,  a  total  of  196.  The  death-rate  from  pulmonary 
Tuberculosis  was  0.42  per  1,000  of  population,  as  compared  with  0.45  per  1,000  in  1935.

REPORT  OF  THE  CHIEF  TUBERCULOSIS  OFFICER. 

(Dr.  J.  McGeagh  Williams). 

60.  During  the  year  1936,  the  number  of  new  patients,  including  52  transfers  from  other  areas, 
examined  at  or  in  connection  with  the  Joint  Committee’s  seven  Dispensaries  and  at  the 
Sutton  Coldfield  School  Clinic,  was  1,083.  In  1935  the  number  of  new  patients  was  990  and 
in  1934,  961.  The  attendances  at  the  seven  Dispensaries  and  the  Sutton  Coldfield  School 
Clinic  numbered  2,699,  as  compared  with  2,364  in  1935,  and  2,334  in  1934. 

61.  The  Dispensaries  are  open  as  follows  : — 5,  Market  Street,  Atherstone,  from  1-30  p.m.  to 
4  p.m.  on  Wednesdays  ;  4,  The  Quadrant,  Coventry,  from  5  to  8  p.m.  on  Tuesdays  and  2  to  5 
p.m.  on  Fridays — other  days  by  appointment  ;  6,  Portland  Street,  Leamington,  from  10  a.m. 
to  12  noon  on  Wednesdays  and  from  6  to  8  p.m.  on  Thursdays  ;  35,  Coton  Road,  Nuneaton, 
from  10  a.m.  to  12-30  p.m.  and  from  2  to  4-30  p.m.  on  Tuesdays  ;  1,  Plowman  Street,  Rugby, 
from  10  a.m.  to  12-30  p.m.  and  from  2  to  4  p.m.  on  Mondays  ;  1,  Lode  Lane,  Solihull,  from 
10  a.m.  to  12  noon  on  Thursdays  ;  47,  Henley  Street,  Stratford-on-Avon,  from  2  p.m.  to  4-30 
p.m.  on  Fridays  ;  and  the  School  Clinic,  9,  Holland  Street,  Sutton  Coldfield,  is  usually  open 
on  a  Monday  in  each  month,  the  actual  dates  and  times  being  arranged  to  suit  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  and  his  Staff. 
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62.  The  only  changes  in  the  Medical  Staff  of  the  Joint  Committee  occurred  at  the  Memorial 
Sanatorium.  Particulars  of  these  changes  have  been  reported  to  the  House  Committee. 

63.  In  addition  to  the  following  tables  which  give  the  usual  information  about  the  Warwick¬ 
shire  patients  dealt  with  under  the  Joint  Committee’s  scheme,  further  Tables  will  be  found  in 
the  appendix  to  this  Report  (Tables  E  and  F).

66.  Contributions  by  Patients. — The  Treasurer  informs  me  that  during  the  year  the  amount 
received  from  Warwickshire  and  Coventry  patients  in  contributions  towards  the  cost  of  their 
institutional  treatment  was  £719  16s.  7d.  The  amount  received  in  1935  was  £529  Is.  2d.,  and  in 
1934,  £512  7s.  Id. 

67.  Sputum  Examinations. — One  hundred  and  sixty-five  (165)  of  the  new  cases  of  Pulmonary 
Tuberculosis  had  tubercle  bacilli  in  their  sputum,  and  in  82  cases  the  bacilh  were  not  found  or  the 
patients  had  no  sputum.  One  thousand  and  sixty-two  (1062)  specimens  of  sputum  were  ex¬ 
amined  in  the  Laboratory  of  the  Chief  Dispensary  and  40  specimens  were  sent  to  Birmingham 
University. 

68.  Children. — Four  hundred  and  twenty-eight  (428)  children  (up  to  15  years  of  age),  includ¬ 
ing  7  transfers  from  other  areas  and  1  doubtful  case  from  the  previous  year,  were  examined  at  the 
Dispensaries — 228  boys  and  200  girls.  Twenty-six  (26)  of  these  were  found  to  be  suffering 
from  pulmonary  tuberculosis,  and  39  from  non-pulmonary  tuberculosis.  Of  the  remainder, 
5  were  doubtful  cases  and  under  observation  at  the  end  of  the  year,  while  358  showed  no  definite 
evidence  of  tuberculosis.  The  pulmonary  cases  were  classified  into  Stage  T.B.  — ,  23  ;  Stage 
T.B.  -t-  1,  2  ;  Stage  T.B.  2,  1  ;  Stage  T.B.  -£  3,  0. 

69.  Shelters.— The  number  of  shelters  available  in  the  County  is  54.  The  Joint  Committee 
own  36  of  these.  The  number  in  use  by  Warwickshire  patients  on  the  31st  December,  1936, 
was  21.  During  the  year  5  shelters  were  removed  on  ceasing  to  be  required,  one  old  shelter  was 
sold,  and  6  were  erected  at  new  addresses. 
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70.  Contacts. — Routine  examination  of  contacts  was  continued.  The  number  of  contacts  ex¬ 
amined  at  the  Dispensaries  and  in  their  homes  during  1936  was  381,  the  number  in  1935  being 
365.

71.  Dispensary  Treatment. — The  number  of  patients  who  attended  the  Dispensaries  for  some 
form  of  treatment  in  1936  was  57.  In  1935  the  number  was  89. 

72.  X-Ray  Examinations. — The  number  of  X-Ray  examinations  of  County  patients  made  dur¬ 
ing  the  year  at  the  Chief  Dispensary  was  825,  274  photographs  and  551  screen  examinations. 
In  1935  the  number  of  examinations  was  576.  A  new  modern  plant  was  installed  at  the  Chief 
Dispensary,  Coventry,  at  the  beginning  of  February  and  it  has  been  found  of  great  help. 

73.  Dental  Treatment. — Particulars  of  the  dental  treatment  given  at  the  Memorial  Sanatorium 
appear  in  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Medical  Superintendent.  Six  patients  not  being  treated  in 
the  Sanatorium  received  dental  treatment  from  the  Joint  Tuberculosis  Committee  during  the 
year. 

74.  After-Care. — There  wEere  145  applications  for  help.  The  Tuberculosi®  Nurse  dealt 


with  the  cases  as  follows  ; —

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Seven  (7)  of  the  patients  who  were  helped  financially  received  grants  from  the  Warwick¬ 
shire  War  Relief  Fund.  From  this  source  £146  was  distributed.  A  sum  of  £59  10s.  Od. 
was  given  by  various  charitable  societies  and  private  persons,  making  a  total  of  £205  10s.  Od. 

75.  Extra  Nourishment. — The  Joint  Committee  continue  to  grant  extra  nourishment  to 
suitable  cases.  Their  expenditure  must  not  exceed  £2  per  100  of  the  population  of  their  area. 
During  the  year  the  Committee  provided  extra  nourishment  for  102  patients.  Grants  to  43 
patients  ceased  during  the  period  under  consideration,  and  there  were  59  patients  having 
extra  diet  on  the  31st  December,  1936.  The  Treasurer  informed  me  that  £687  10s.  4d.  was  spent 
on  extra  nourishment  for  Warwickshire  patients  and  £199  3s.  6d.  for  Coventry  patients  during 
the  year,  a  total  of  £886  13s.  lOd.  In  1935,  the  amount  spent  for  the  whole  Joint  Committee’s 
area  was  £844  10s.  6d.,  and  in  1934,  £856  10s.  3d. 

The  Tuberculosis  Nurse  made  357  visits  to  patients  in  their  homes,  53  of  these  being  to 
discharged  ex-service  men.  The  number  of  similar  visits  made  by  the  County  Health  Visitors 
was  1816  of  which  89  were  to  discharged  ex-sailors  and  ex-soldiers. 

In  addition  to  the  above  visits  2,590  sick  nursing  visits  were  paid  to  homes  of  tubercu¬ 
lous  patients  by  District  Nurses  of  Associations  affiliated  to  the  County  Nursing  Association. 

Forty-six  (46)  of  the  visits  made  by  the  Health  Visitors  and  656  of  the  visits  made  by 
nurses  of  the  County  Nursing  Association  were  to  patients  not  under  the  care  of  the  Joint  Com¬ 
mittee. 

76.  Payment  of  Travelling  Expenses. — The  Joint  Committee  have  power  to  pay  the  trav¬ 
elling  expenses  of  necessitous  patients  between  their  homes  and  Dispensaries  and  Sanatoria,  and 
during  1936  the  sum  of  £20  16s.  lid.  was  spent  on  County  patients.  This  amount  does  not  take 
into  account  any  expenses  in  connection  with  the  ambulance  at  the  Memorial  Sanatorium. 
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Co-operation  with  the  general  practitioners  continued  to  be  satisfactory.  The  number 
of  reports  on  insured  tuberculous  persons  received  from  panel  practitioners  during  the  year 
was  On  Form  G.P.  17  (initial  report)  112  ;  on  Form  G.P.  36  (progress  report)  612  ;  total  724. 
In  1935  the  numbers  were  113  and  601,  total  714. 

77.  Orthopaedic  and  Light  Treatment. — The  number  of  attendances  of  patients  under  the 
care  of  the  Joint  Committee  at  various  orthopaedic  clinics  in  the  County  was  414.  In  1935 
it  was  387.  Light  treatment  for  those  patients  needing  it,  is  given  in  the  Out-Patient  Depart¬ 
ment  of  the  Sanatorium.  The  number  of  attendances  of  these  patients  in  1936  was  125,  and  in 
1935,  88. 

The  following  information  relating  to  the  incidence  of,  and  deaths  from,  tuberculosis, 
and  the  provision  made  for  the  institutional  treatment  of  this  disease,  is  taken  from  the  Annual 
Report  of  the  Chief  Medical  Officer  of  the  Ministry  of  Health  and  may  be  of  interest. 

The  number  of  new  cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  in  England  and  Wales  fell  from 
60,770  in  1925  to  45,015  in  1935,  and  the  number  of  non-pulmonary  cases  fell  from  20,667  to 
14,608.  The  number  of  new  pulmonary  cases  in  1935  was  3,293  less  than  in  1934  and  the  num¬ 
ber  of  non-pulmonary  cases  was  1414  less. 

The  number  of  deaths  registered  from  all  forms  of  tuberculosis  in  England  and  Wales 
fell  from  40,387  in  1925,  to  29,201  in  1935.  This  is  the  first  occasion  on  which  the  total  number 
of  deaths  from  all  forms  of  tuberculosis  in  England  and  Wales  has  been  less  than  30,000.  The 
deaths  in  1935  were  681  less  than  in  1934. 

In  England  at  the  end  of  December,  1935,  the  number  of  beds  in  Residential  Institutions 
approved  for  the  treatment  of  Tuberculosis  was  27,535  and  467  Dispensaries  were  approved  for 
tuberculosis  work. 


EXTRACTS  FROM  THE  ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  MEDICAL  SUPERINTENDENT 
OF  THE  WARWICKSHIRE  KING  EDWARD  VII.  MEMORIAL  SANATORIUM. 

(Dr.  CoRYDON  Budge). 

78.  Buildings. — The  Sanatorium  buildings  are  in  good  order.  The  usual  painting  work 
was  carried  out  during  the  year. 

The  clinic  floor  of  the  new  building  was  first  taken  into  use  in  August.  The  X-ray 
room  and  dark-room  being  first  used.  The  consulting  rooms  were  put  into  use  shortly  after¬ 
wards,  and  the  artificial  sunlight  clinic  was  transferred  from  the  old  sunlight  room  to  the  new 
department  in  the  Clinic  Block  on  the  30th  October,  1936.  The  work  in  the  Clinic  has  since 
proceeded  most  satisfactorily. 

79.  Grounds.— The  grounds  have  been  kept  in  good  order  by  the  gardener,  assisted  by 
patient  labour.  Additional  shrubs  have  been  planted  in  various  positions  to  add  to  the  beauty 
of  the  grounds  in  due  course. 

80.  Recreation. — The  Sanatorium  is  again  indebted  to  the  many  kind  friends  who  have  sent 
parcels  of  books,  magazines,  children’s  comic  papers,  toys,  fruit  and  flowers,  from  time  to  time 
throughout  the  year.  Various  Concert  Parties  have  also  provided  excellent  entertainment 
at  the  Sanatorium. 

The  canteen  has  again  provided  teas  for  a  large  number  of  visitors  on  appropriate  occas¬ 
ions,  and  this  service  has  been  greatly  appreciated.  A  great  number  of  visitors  were  thus 
accommodated  this  year  on  Sports  Day. 

The  Bowling  Green,  which  has  now  been  opened  for  play  for  four  years,  continues  to 
give  great  pleasure  and  satisfaction  to  both  patients  and  staff. 

Nine  matches  were  played  at  the  Sanatorium  by  teams  composed  of  patients  and  staff 
against  various  visiting  teams. 
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81.  Engineer’s  Department. — 

Steam  Plant. 

No.  1  Cochran  Boiler  and  Producer  Furnace. — The  Cochran  boiler  together  with  its 
producer  furnace  has  worked  well  throughout  the  year.  It  was  inspected  and  passed  by  the 
Insurance  Company  on  the  1st  July.  There  has  been  no  need  for  any  repairs  to  this  steam¬ 
raising  unit  during  the  year. 

No.  2  Calromic  Boiler  and  Producer  Furnace. — This  boiler  and  producer  was  installed 
to  be  capable  of  carrying  the  Institution’s  winter  load  conditions. 

At  present  the  boiler  does  not  appear  to  be  capable  of  carrying  the  light  summer  load 
satisfactorily.  When  the  boiler  is  working  at  anything  approaching  half-load  conditions  it 
becomes  dangerous  for  the  stoking  staff,  the  flames  coming  out  into  the  boiler  house  when  the 
firing  door  is  opened.  Further,  at  summer  load  conditions,  the  products  of  combustion  escape 
into  the  boiler  house,  and  the  fumes  affect  the  stokers. 

The  Consulting  Engineer,  together  with  the  boiler  makers,  have  this  matter  in  hand, 
but  up  to  the  end  of  the  period  covered  by  this  report,  no  action  has  been  taken. 

Owing  to  this  boiler  being  not  able  to  take  the  fuU  winter  load,  the  Cochran  boiler  has 
been  at  work  throughout  the  year,  the  new  Calromic  boiler  being  used  as  a  steam  reservoir 
to  help  carry  the  peak  load  fluctuations. 

82.  Boiler  Feed  Water  Feed  Tanks. — The  two  cast  iron  feed  water  tanks  are  now  in  service. 

83.  Steam  Fuel. — We  have  been  further  affected  by  the  increased  prices  in  fuel.  In  the  month 
of  October,  we  were  called  upon  to  pay  the  agreed  price  increase  which  applied  to  the  trade 
generally. 

84.  Producer  Furnace  Blast  Fans. — Under  the  new  arrangement  of  the  plant  for  the  boiler 
house,  the  fans  supplying  air  to  the  producer  furnaces  have  been  installed  in  a  separate  fan 
chamber. 

The  original  electrically  driven  fan  is  still  in  use  with  a  new  steam  driven  turbine  fan 
as  a  stand-by. 

85.  Electrical  Plant  and  Services. — The  maximum  demand  during  the  year  upon  the  Public 
Supply  Company’s  mains  reached  26  K.W.  on  December  8th,  the  corresponding  figure  for  1935 
being  24  K.W.  There  were  61,400  units  of  electricity  consumed  from  the  Public  Supply 
Company’s  and  73  units  from  our  private  plant  supply,  giving  a  total  of  61,473  units  for  the  year.

The  increase  for  the  year  1936  is  to  be  mainly  attributed  to  the  increased  number 
of  lights  installed  and  in  use  during  the  latter  part  of  1936,  viz.,  the  drive  lighting,  and  the 
lighting  of  the  Lodge. 

There  have  been  eight  interruptions  in  the  supply  of  electricity  taken  from  the  Public 
Supply  Company’s  mains,  totalling  in  all  23.75  hours. 

86.  Electric  Motors. — All  the  electric  motors  are  in  good  order. 

87.  Gas  Engines. — The  gas  engines  are  in  good  order. 
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88.  Electric  Clock  and  Telephone  This  particular  installation  continues  to  give 

good  service.  It  will  be  necessary  for  a  new  armoured  multicore  telephone  cable  to  be  installed 
the  whole  length  of  the  subways,  when  the  various  contractors  have  finished  their  work  on  the 
building  and  central  services. 

89.  Electric  Bell  System  to  Pavilions— Tho:  bell  system  has  now  been  brought  up  to  date,  and 
when  Pavilion  3  has  been  rewired  on  the  same  lines  as  the  other  Pavilions,  the  system  should 
give  good  service  for  some  years. 

90.  Central  Heating  System.— This  system  has  been  in  the  hands  of  contractors  at  various 
times  throughout  the  year,  the  new  Clinic  and  Ward  Block  being  connected  up  ready  for 
working  in  July.  The  system  as  a  whole  has  continued  to  give  good  service. 

91.  Domestic  Hot  Water  Service. — This  service  has  been  in  the  hands  of  the  contractors  prac¬ 
tically  throughout  the  year.  The  new  calorifiers  and  pumps,  etc.,  still  remain  uncompleted, 
together  with  a  considerable  amount  of  service  mains  to  be  changed.  In  this  connection  much 
work  remained  to  be  done  in  the  calorifier  house  and  in  the  Institution  at  the  end  of  1936. 

92.  Laundry. — Here  again  considerable  work  awaits  completion,  and  as  the  new  machinery 
(although  it  was  delivered)  was  not  erected  and  connected  up  to  the  services  by  the  end 
of  the  year,  no  details  can  be  given  of  the  working  of  this  department  other  than  that  it  has 
managed  to  carry  on  throughout  the  year  under  very  trjdng  conditions. 

93.  Kitchen  Services. — Until  June,  this  department  remained  with  the  same  equipment  as 
reported  on  in  former  years. 

From  June  onwards,  the  kitchen  and  all  its  annexes  have  been  in  the  hands  of  the 
building  contractors  and  heating  engineers. 

This  part  of  the  work  has  been  continually  subject  to  delays  and  remains  unfinished. 

94.  Refrigeration  Plant. — This  plant  has  given  good  service.  The  running  time  during  the 
summer  months  has  been  brought  under  greater  control,  due  to  the  milk  being  delivered  at  a 
much  reduced  temperature.  This  has  helped  towards  a  very  efficient  working  of  the  plant. 

95.  Cold  Water  Services.— Ihtxe  have  been  6,074,250  gallons  of  water  consumed  during  the 
year,  giving  a  mean  figure  of  65.6  gallons  of  water  consumed  per  head  per  day. 

This  service  has  been  in  the  hands  of  the  contractors  for  the  greater  part  of  the  year, 
and  has  been  very  difficult  to  control. 

Various  branch  systems  being  continually  emptied  down  and  filled  up  again,  so  that 
the  various  change-overs  could  be  made,  is  a  factor  which  to  some  extent,  accounts  for  the 
increase  of  288,785  gallons  of  water  over  the  year  1935. 

The  water  treatment  plant  at  the  County  Mental  Hospital  was  not  able  to  supply  treated 
water  to  the  Sanatorium  until  October  12th,  1936.  The  time  lost  in  this  way  has  been  a  very 
important  factor  in  causing  the  delay  in  the  completion  of  the  central  services  of  the  Sanatorium. 
Furthermore,  various  other  difficulties  have  been  met  since  softened  water  has  been  supplied, 
and  the  Consulting  Engineer  has  these  in  hand. 

96.  Gas  Services. — 1,574,800  cubic  feet  of  gas  have  been  consumed  during  the  year,  giving 
an  increase  of  132,900  cubic  feet  over  the  year  1936. 

97.  School. — Miss  Hancox  continues  in  charge  of  the  school.  The  total  number  of  attend¬ 
ances  from  the  1st  April,  1935,  to  the  31st  March,  1936,  was  11,340,  the  maximum  attendance 
being  60  and  the  minimum  41  for  any  one  day. 

98.  Patients. — Necessitous  patients  continue  to  be  helped  by  grants  of  clothing  from  the 
fund  provided  by  the  Committee,  by  the  British  Red  Cross  Society,  the  United  Services 
Fund  and  the  Coventry  City  Aid  Society. 

During  the  year  2  patients  received  boots  and  clothing  from  the  Committee  at  a  cost 
of  £5  4s.  lid. 

The  voluntary  contributions  towards  the  cost  of  treatment  during  1936  amounted  to 
£613  12s.  7d. 
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99.  Beds. — The  beds  at  the  Memorial  Sanatorium  are  allocated  as  follows  : —

106.  The  work  at  the  Sanatorium  throughout  1936  was  especially  interesting. 

From  the  medical  view-point  the  opening  of  the  clinical  floor  in  the  new  block  gave  ex¬ 
cellent  facilities  for  the  assessment  and  treatment  of  cases,  and  was  rapidly  brought  into  full  use. 

The  improvement  in  radiography  was  of  great  assistance  and  the  increased  facilities 
for  all  clinical  work  made  it  possible  to  devote  more  time  to  the  detailed  consideration  of  each 
case,  than  had  been  possible  when  accommodation  was  limited. 

From  the  administrative  standpoint  the  gradual  development  of  the  re-organisation  of 
the  central  services  of  the  Sanatorium  was  most  interesting.  While  none  of  these  services 
became  fully  available  during  the  year  it  became  clearer,  as  time  went  on,  that  when  they  are 
in  use  the  efficiency  of  the  Institution  will  be  greatly  increased. 


107.  VENEREAL  DISEASE. 

Facilities  for  the  treatment  of  venereal  disease  have  continued  to  be  provided  at  the 
five  clinics  under  the  County  scheme  and  262  new  cases  attended  the  clinics  during  the  year 
as  against  257  in  1935.  96  persons  completed  treatment  compared  with  112  in  the  previous 

year  and  99  as  against  126  in  1935  ceased  to  attend  without  completing  treatment. 

The  out-patient  attendances  totalled  14,081  as  against  12,229  in  the  previous  year  and 
the  in-patient  days  totalled  289  as  against  232.

112.  As  was  expected,  the  Medical  Ante-Natal  Scheme  became  thoroughly  established  during 
1936,  and  it  appears  probable  that  in  course  of  time  the  operation  of  this  scheme  may  render 
some  of  the  smaller  Ante-Natal  Clinics  unnecessary. 

113.  The  organising  of  a  service  of  midwives  prior  to  the  operation  of  the  Midwives  Act, 
1936,  led  to  considerable  negotiation  with  the  Nursing  Associations  and  other  bodies  pro¬ 
viding  a  midwifery  service,  but  the  Council’s  proposals  have  been  formulated  to  the  satisfaction 
of  the  Minister  of  Health  and  by  the  time  this  report  appears  in  print  will  be  in  fuU  operation. 
There  are  still  many  small  points  of  difficulty  arising  consequent  upon  the  changes  effected 
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by  the  Act,  but  nothing  insuperable  has  yet  arisen,  although  it  is  only  to  be  expected 
that  small  modifications  will  be  necessary  in  so  large  a  scheme  before  a  completely  smooth 
working  is  reached. 

114.  It  is  a  matter  of  concern  that  once  again  there  is  an  increase  in  the  maternal  and  infantile 
mortality  rates.  These  questions  are  dealt  with  at  some  length  elsewhere  in  the  report  and 
I  can  only  express  the  hope  that  by  constant  endeavour  to  educate  the  public  to  utilise  the  Mater¬ 
nity  and  Child  Welfare  services  available  these  rates  will  eventually  reach  a  permanently  low 
level. 

115.  Schemes  for  supplying  water  to  rural  areas  of  the  County  continue  to  be  formulated,  the 
encouragement  to  rural  district  councils  afforded  by  the  County  Council  by  means  of  offers 
of  expert  advice  and  grants  in  aid  of  loan  charges  having  been  met  by  a  good  response  on  the 
part  of  district  councils. 

116.  Once  again  I  would  express  my  gratitude  to  all  members  of  the  staff  of  the  County 
Public  Health  Department  for  their  willing  help  in  carrying  out  the  many  and  varied  duties 
which  faU  to  the  lot  of  a  County  Medical  Officer.  The  year  1936  and  the  first  half  of  the 
present  year  have  seen  extensions  in  the  duties  of  the  Department  and  changes  in  personnel. 
Apart  from  the  purely  local  need  for  progress  which  gives  rise  to  revision  in  administration, 
the  trend  of  national  legislation  is  to  impose  more  and  more  work  upon  the  local  authority, 
and  I  fear  that  during  the  remainder  of  1937  and  probably  next  year  the  Council  will  be  faced 
with  important  questions  of  health  administration. 

117.  I  sincerely  hope  that  the  County  Public  Health  Committee  will  give  sympathetic  considera¬ 
tion  to  proposals  which  I  may  find  it  necessary  to  put  forward  when  reviewing  in  the  near 
future  the  public  health  services,  and  I  am  indeed  grateful  for  the  confidence  reposed  in  me 
and  the  support  received  at  all  times  from  the  Committee.
